‘“‘This particular person. a 
man in his fifties, came to 
me complaining of the ‘pins 
and needles’ problem. He 
said he had the condition for 
about two months,’ Dr. 
Brinkley said. 


“While I had the fairly 
definite idea of the cause of 
the sensation, I told him 
that exact diagnosis of his 
problem was necessary,” 
related the founder of the 
Brinkley Chiropractic Cen- 
ter. 


“You realize,’ says Dr. 
Brinkley, ‘‘we can’t be just 
‘popping off’ when a patient 
asks a question. We must be 
able to look him square in 
the eye and give a firm 
answer.”
